‘THE leading article with the above 
heading in the latest issue received 
of the “Japan Mail,” that of the 18th 
instant, asks: “ What conceivable 
theory of probabilities and chances 
can account for the rumours and 
statements persistently audible in 
Enrope during the past few weeks? 
Tt cannot be a matter of accident. 
There is some deliberate inspiration 
for such things. Possibly it is honest 
inspiration. Russia may really and 
sincerely intend to offer at the 
eleventh hour terms such as Japan 
can accept without loss of honour. 
‘Thus what Europe is now saying may 
be a true forecast of what. will 
ultimately happen. But if that 
hypothesis be in any degree tenable, 
how are we to account tor the fact 
that Russia has not yet made the 
least practical attempt to advertise 
Japan of her pacific intentions? For 
it must be taken as certain that she 
has not made any such attempt. It 
must be taken as certain that the 
reception officially given by her to 
| Japan’s proposals is flagrantly irrezon- 
cilable with Europe's picture of the 
situation. In a word, she maintains 








®|her obdurate and insouciant attitude 


in the Far -East, she continses her 
military and naval preparations, and 
she declares, or her friends or agents 
declare, in Europe, that everything 


2, | will end peacefully.” 





Tn these remarks the “Mail” is 
reproducing and sympathising with 
the views of the “Jiji,” which re- 
presents the: opinion that has been 
forced upon the Japanese people, that 
Russia has been trying to persuade 
Europe of her amicable intentions, 
while doing everything in her power 
to goad Japan into declaring war. 
There has been a statement in the 
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European Press that the Czar had 
expressed his personal determination 
never to declare war against Japan, 
but adeclaration, or an act of war, on 
the part of Japan his Ministers would 
oblige him to resent. “ Whatever be 
the inside facts,” continues the “M: 
“about the dust now thrown 





in 
Europe’s eyes, that dust is being 
thrown caunot be doubted, and since 
Russia alone can profit by the opera- 


tion, the ‘Jiji’s’ view is more or le: 
inevitable.” “It may be remarked, 
however, that both Powers seem to 
be anxious to borrow money, and 
both Powers would have much more 
chance of success if the possible 
lenders could be convinced that peace, 
not war, is in sight. The dissolution 
ofthe Diet on the day after it met 
has been taken in Europe, it seems, 
as an indication that the Japanese 
Government would yield rather than 
fight; but our Tokio correspondent 
explains that dissolution was not 
at all premeditated by the Govern- 
ment ; it was the sudden consequence 
of the unprecedented action of the 
House of Representatives, which, 
indeed, was not strangled, but com- 
mitted suicide. 

The telegrams from our cor- 
respondent at Kobe, and the Reuter's 
telegrams from London, published 
this morning indicate that war is 
very near, ‘The Japanese Govern- 
ment has reserved for its own use all 
the dry docks in the country, a 
preeutiomasy. measure, of course, 

ut a significant one. ‘The ten 
steamers which the Government has 
warned to be retained for its service 
are sufficiently large to accommodate 
one of the twelve divisions of the 
Japanese army, and this is the most 
serious news that has so far reached 
us, This seems to be more thana 
mere precaution. It is known that 
endeavours are being made now in 
Shanghai to buy some of the many 
steamers that are laid up owing to 
the depression in the coasting trade. 
The news from Tokio this morning 
is by no means reassuring. Japan 
insists on Russia's reconsidering her 
reply to Japan, but it is not believed 
hat Russia can now draw back. The 
situation is most grave. A eusus 
belli will probably be found-in Corea, 
although it is really Manchuria that 
is the bone of contention between the 
two Powers; and we are again assured 
that Japan is ready to strike on the 
shortest notice. 

All still depends, as it has depend- 
ed all along, on Russia. If Count 
Lamsdorff’s pacific protestations are 
genuine, and Russia will even at this 
late hour accept the terms formulated 
by Japan, as we all hope she will, war 
will be averted: but the temper of 
the Japanese will hardly endure fur- 
ther procrastination, such as is in- 
volved in the suggestion that the 

















centre of negotiations shall now be! 


transferred to St. Petersburg. The 
dogs of war are straining at the leash. 


The four statesmen who have the 
most influence at the present 
moment with the Empress Dowager 
are T. E. Natung, Chang Chih-tung, 
Yuan Shik-kai, and Generalissimo 
Ma Yii-kun, who are all strongly pro- 
Japanese. It is not unlikely that 
they will be anxious to make 
China take the side of Japan, 
should war occur; but it seems 
to be believed that, with the 
view of limiting the area of the 
conflict as much as possible, the 
Powers will insist on China’s remai 
ing neutral in the struggle. If China 
assists Japan, and Russia then calls on 
France to make a diversion in the 
South, Great Britain would be drawn 
into the conflict. ‘The prospect of a 
general war is sc alarming to the 
Powers, that everything will be done 
to prevent assistance being given to 
either combatant.

The Ger- 
nnnie was probably the best money-maker 
the White Star Company ever had, and 
nfter she was’re-engined in 1895 she beat 
her own record both for the outward and 
homeward voyages. Duriog her long eatecr 
she was almost free from accidents. Ou 
one oceasio, however, she collided inthe 
Mersey with’ the steamer Cambria, and_ on 
another she sank alongside the wharf in 
New York owing to the weight of ico on 
her decks. After being overhauled, the 
Germanic is to be put on the Genoa’ and 
Boston passenger service for the White 
Star Line. 

Usven the heading “Germany and 
Manchuria,” the “Japan Mail” of the 10th 
instant say: 

‘The German Chancellor has just told 
the Reichstag that there is nu part of the 
globe in which Germany is so little con- 
cerned as Manchuria. One marvels at the 
wasteful courage of such declarations, For, 
after all, the spring of 1895 is ouly eight 
aud a half years distant, and in the sprio, 
of 1895 Germany was 'so much concerne 
about the fate of Manchuria that she join- 
ed Russia and France to drive Japait out 
of it. ‘The plain truth, known to everyone 
and appreciated by’ everyone, is that 
Germany is under a terrible exigency to

ssia. Geography imposes thut duty on 
her, and that she should observe it care- 
fully is natural und proper. She concerned 
horself abot’ Manchuria in 1895 because 
she thereby furthered Russin’s con- 
venience, and she does not concern herself 
about Manchuria now because to do xo 
would cause inconvenience to Russi 
Count von Bilow can scarcely be ex- 
pectel to utter these plain truths in 
the Reichstag, but why not keep silence 
altogether about the matter? Germany 
forfeited a large shire of Japanese friend- 
ship by her action in 1895, She certain 
ly cannot recover the loss by inform- 
ing the nations to-day that there is no 
part of the world in which she is so little 
concerned ns Manchuria: in other words, 

is the nations that she played 
in 1895 at Jupan’s cost and 
she intends to play it again now. ‘To 
play Russin’s game where others only are 
sacrificed thereby is a necessity of her 
existence and Count ton Billow, by 
needlessly parading it, shows that he is little 
concerned not about Manchuria alone but 
als) about Japan’s goodwill. Russia would 
be all right if she refrained from making 
needless promises which her imperial 
terests prevent her from keeping. Germany 
would be all right if she refrained from 
offering clumsy explanations of acts which 
every one understands,

Thy 
wines wre very fruity and full of vinosite 
and are making most satisfactory progress.

‘Tue following notes on the British and 
Chinese Corporation are from the “ Finan- 
cier” of the 26th of October last :— 

The report of the directors of the British 
and Chinese Corporation, Limited, to be 

resented at the meeting to be held on 
November oth, states that, after protracted 
negotistions, the final agreement for the 
Shanghai-Nanking Railway Loan was sign- 
ed on July 9th, and a staff of engineers 
have left for China to make the final survey 
of the railway route. The arrangements 
for the financing, construction and equip- 
ment of the railway are being proc-eded 
with as rapidly as possible. The preliminary 
agreements which have been entered into 
for theSoochow-Hangchow-Ningpo Railway 
Loan and the Canton-Kowl»on (Hongkong) 
Railway Loan provide that the final agree- 
ments for these railways are, as far as 
practicable, to be on the same terms and 
conditions as the fiual agreement of the 
Sha: ghai-Nanking Railway. This provi- 
sion ‘should facilitate the conclusion of 

















final agreements fur these railway loans. 





An agreement has been arrived at with the 
Peking Syndicate, Limited, for the: forma- 
tion of a company to take over and deal 
with the railway interests of the Corpora- 
tion and the Peking Syndicate north of the 
Yangtze. The agreement docs not include 
the Peking Syndicste’s railway in. Honan 
and Shansi, nor does it extend to or affect 
the position occupied by the Brisish and 
Chinese Corporation under the Northern 
Railway Loan agreement. . Boring opera- 
tion on the Nanpiao coalfield were re umed 
in July, and information of a very encourag- 
ing nature is being obtained." A colliery 
expert is now on the field collecting data for 
the preparation of plans and estimates for 
laying out the intended colliery. ‘The 
Imp rial Chinese Railway Administration 
are jointly interested with the Corporation 
in the undertaking. 


The British and Chinese Corporation 
has, of course. been greatly handicapped 
by the Boxer rebellion in China and the 
inevitable delays owing to the unsettlement 
of the country. Still, the report for the 
year ended June shows that large opera- 
tions connected with railway development 
are likely to be proceeded with, and that 
the information received concerning the 
Navpiao coalfield is encouraging. The 
balance-sheet discloses cash in hand amount- 
ing to £1 1s. Sd. That, however, does 
not imply financial exigence, for ewhilst 
the total of paid-up capital’ is £50,000, 
investments are set down at £42,109 
exclusive of accrued interest. Moreover, 
if there be £1,567 owing to creditors there 
is £4,566 due to the company from debtors, 
It is true that on the debit side there is a 
Joan obligation of £9,177, but the amount. 
of such obligation two years azo stood 
much higher xb £23,700. The report, 
however, shows that the credit balance of 
£8,472 brought into the account has been 
reduced to £4,313.

This is. to be 
attained by the creation of such a mass of 
favourable public opinion that service with 
the colours for two months in the year will 
be made an obligatory duty. Provision is 
also to be made te increasing the numbers 
of the ral Reserve. That this movement 
is not without serious support is proved 
by the names of the correspondents who 
give it their approval, of whom are 
such_men as Sir Clinton Dawkins, 
the Duke of ‘Wellington (President of 
the National Service League), ~ Vircount 
Wolseley, the Rt. Hon: R. Seddon, the Rt.

THE latest telegrams that we 
publish this morning are of unusual 
interest; not only those relating to 
the Crisis in the. Far East, but also | 
the miscellaneous ones. In England | 
itis evidently pretty generally under- | 
stood that war is at hand, and; 
. accordingly we hear again of the rise 
at Lloyds in the rates of marine 
insurance generally on cargoes to the 
Far East, and in the rates for war 
risks. ‘The correspondent of the 
“Standard” repeats what is univer 
sally understood at Tokiv, notwith- 
standing the reticence of the Japanese 
Foreign’ Office, to be the present 
position; Russia has conceded minot 
points but evaded the most im- 
portant of Japan’s claims, and if 
she does not change her attitude, 
war is inevitable. It is, of course, 
still asserted at St. Petersburg that a 
pacific solution of the difficulty is 
most probable, and the French and 
German papers echo these interested 
cries of “peace ;” interested, because 
Russia is again batlly in want of 
French money, and it will be more 
difficult to get it when the gates of 
the temple of Janus are thrown open. 
Meanwhile, the most hopeful behef 
in a pacific solution does not prevent 
Russia from hurrying out by Jand and 
sea every available man and ship she 
can scrape together. We have just 
seon the Porte, under the tutelage of 
Austria and Russia, asking Bulgaria 
what her military preparations mean; 
why should not’ Japan put the same 
question to Russia? As everybody 
is still at pence, there is no reason 
why France should not put her 
naval. resources at Bizerta at 
Russin’s service; many nice questions, 
however, of international law will be 
mooted if the apprehended war be- 
comes a reality. ‘The offers that the 
Japanese Minister has received in 
shoals from adventurous spirits in 
Great Britain are another indication 
of the popularity of the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance. It was Japan's 
pride in the war with China that: she 
employed only her own subjects on 
active service, and she proposes now

seem to have escaped attention 
hitherto. 

In one of his recent speeches he 
made a point which docs not seem , 
to have been caught either by his 
audience or his critics. We are 
accustomed to hear from our rivals 
and other friends that Britain is at 
best decadent. Mr. Chamberlain on 
the other hand boldly maintains that 
the British Empire is in its infaney— 
a growing, healthy, vigorous child- 
hood. For a nation whose 

“Flag has braved a thousand years 

"Phe battle and the breeze,” 
this. may sound rhetorical and 
nothing more. Perhaps the ex-Seeret- 
ary’s audience so took it, But a 
little serious consideration will show 
that it is no mere oratorical flourish 
to say that, so far as human nature 
may ‘oresee, the British Empire, 
great as it now is, is but the promise 
of what is will be. We have but 
to cast a glance over the map 
of the world, note the red splashes 
which dot it every here und there, 
enquire int» their resources, consider 
their development, and sum up the 
results. And to do this with tolerable 
accuracy it is’ but necessary to look 
at that great off-shoot which is- no 
prouder of itself than the Mother 
Country is of it, the United States, 
to keep our estimnates within due »nd 
reasonable beunds.

terrible conditions with which nature 
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had cursed her, But even Englishmen 
live and learn, The Canadian popula- 
tion is rapidly growing, and the States 
are adding ‘thousands annually to 
swell the total, thousands too of the 
very best men for the situation, 
skilled farmers with some money at 
their disposal and much experience 
of North American conditions. What 
is there to prevent the Canadian five 


millions from rapidly developing into | Afri 


fifty? We mean rapidly from a 
national stand-pomnt. ‘Territory there 
is in abundance, Resources await- 
ing development are found on every 
hand, We have recently seen how 
wide is the basis upon which the 
Dominion’s prosperity rests. 

The same may be said of Australia. 
Here we have to speak not of a 
country but of a continent, a Com- 
monwealth of almost illimitable pro- 
spects, True, much of it at present 
lacks water; so much so that the arid 
Sahara is not more dry. But science 
and capital know how to coax from 
nature even in her coyest moods the 
riches she seems so jealously to hide, 
and the stores of water in subterran- 
cous strata now unattainable will by- 
and-by be tapped to make the desert 
bloom as a garden. This done, there 
need be no fear for the: future, for 
“to him that hath shall be given, 
and he shall have abundance” seems 
to be almest a universal natural law. 
Water brings water, as money money. 
Australia’s immense territories necd 
water, and with it they will increase 
and multiply with all the luxuriant 

wth of youthful vigour and will. 
ven less than the population of 
Canada at the moment, this immense 
Commonwealth, equal in size to 
the whole of Europe nearly, has but 
some four million odd of people, 
London alone far-outnumbering it in 
population. But though compara- 
tively few in number, the Australians 
have all the vigour and determination 
of their race when thrown freely into 
contact with nature face to face. It 
is another America thatis growing up 
in the Southern Sea, and its four 
will grow to forty millions ere many 
generations have passed away. Al- 
ready it shows signs of. following 
American lead wherever the old- 
world tactics of the Mother Land 
seem too slow or too diffident. New 
Zealand is, if possible, more enter- 
prising still. Both are keenly in 
sympathy with the home land in 
most vital things and freely gave of 
their best when South African 
troubles came about us like bees, 

There must naturally be more 
reticence in attempting a forecast of 
the future of British South Africa 
than is needed for that of Canada 
and Australia, But we are not used to 
failure in our colonial undertakings, 
and there is absolutely no reason 
to fear it in Africa ary more 
than elsewhere. The Dutch will 
for years be more or less sore 
over their defeat. That cannot be 


avoided, but no man knows better 
which side his bread is buttered than 
the Boer, and all that is wanted to 
thoroughly consolidate South Africa 
and make it loyal to the British 
Crown is commercial and industrial 
success, ‘The late Republics are too 
hemmed in by almost purely British 
States to be able any longer to cherish 
the wild hope of a Dutch South 
ica. They cannot fail to see that 
their future as part of the British 
Empire is safe from attacks, certain 
of progress, and, based on self- 
government as it will be, practi- 
eilly independent. They have all to 
gain and nothing to lose from the 
exchange, 

Whatever the outcome of the pre- 
sent fiscal agitation, it is certain that 
the intercourse between the various 
colonies and Great Britain will grow 
more and more intimate, We have 
no space to dwell upon the depend- 
encies of our realm, nor to trace the 
growth of our influence through the 
‘spread of our language; neither can 
we do more than hint at the closer 
connection likely to ensue between 
all English-speaking peoples, all of 
which tend to growth.

‘This is an exhaustive study, giving a 
history of the emigration of Chinese to 
foreign countries, with full details and 
jwures of the emigration going on to-day 
and of the numbers and occupations of the 








emigrants in the various countries elected 
by them for se'tlement ; with inferences 
deduced therefrom in regard to the effect 
produced both on the Chinese th-mselves 
and on the outside peoples with whom they 
are brought in contact. The author, be- 
ing in the German Consular service and 
stationed in Amoy, has had ample opportu- 
nity of observing the actual progress of 
the emigration and his extensive researches 
have enabled him to make good use of this 
opportunity and s* to present to his readers 
a philosophical apergu of the subject ;— 
full to interest to the general reader, 
while, for those specially interested in 
Chinese emigration, his work provides a 
handy volume of statistical reference. 
Chinese oversea emigration is, it is well 
known, confined to the natives of Canton 
and Fukien, due to the fact that, from 
medimval times, Chinese trading conneo- 
tion with the tropical countries to the 
South, has been confined to the ports of 
these two provinces. The Spice Islands 
were the goal of the early mariners and 
Chinese had founded settlements in them 
long before the advent of Europeans in 
these waters : the Portuguese on reaching 
Java, A. D. 1520, were not a little as- 
tonished lo find a large independent 
Chinese colony there and later, under the 








Datch oscupation of thé island, 
came neat driving the Dutch out, 
the power of the former being only 
broken after long and hard fighting. Under 
the reigns of Kang Hai and Yung Cheng, 
edicts were istued recalling the Chinese 
emigrants, the reason given by, Mr. Gott, 
waldt bei 


ina and the internsl weak. 
ness of the country. ‘The edicts were not 
obeyed, but they formed a pretext for tho 
official underlings to rob and persecute those 
who did return with their savings to their 
native land. It was not till 1860, by the 
Treaty of Tientain, that emigration was 
suthorised nor until 1893 that an Imperi 
Edict, formally cancelling that of 1728, was 
issued. In 1899, at, last, an emigration 
system was officially established, under the 
nominal management of Chinese Chambers 
of Commerce, 80 called, created at Swatow 
and Amoy for the purpose. Tho author 
gees on to point out that “while popular 
wanderings in Western Asla founded and 
destroyed empires and altered the charact- 
eristics of the inhabitants, China has 
gone her way indisturbed’ through four 
millennia,” and that the expansion of 
the Ohinese within China 
counterpart. He quotes 
“The sword may conquer, 
The plough alone maintains.” 

Alrendy under the Han Dynasty Chinese 
expansion was making ils way landwards 
toward Central Asia and so continued until 









arrested in the ninth century by the march 
of Islam in the opposite direction; the way 
to expansion northwards was barred by 
the unruly Mongol tribes, and the sea now 
formed the only outlet for the overflow of 
the populous, mountainous coast provinces. 

‘The emigration figures, by the sea route, 
for the past 26 years, show a total of 
4,858,000 emigrants of whom no less than 
4,000,000 returned, to their native land 
during that period: allowing 8 per cent for 
deaths, there remain 10 percent of emigrants 

rmanently settled abroad, chiefly in the 
Miatay Peniosula and Siam ; the colonies of 
other European nations more or less 
restricting Chinese immigration, ' fearin, 
the superior energy and competition of 
the Chinaman. In the Philippines, 
since these have come under American 
rule, Chinese immigration is absolutely 
prohibited extending even to the Babas, 
the half-caste offspring of Chinese and 
Malays, men mostly employed in sedentary 
clerical work : yet Chinese colonists take 
little or no interest in the politics of their 
temporarily adopted countries, their sole 
ambition being to make a little money to 
take back to their homes, and for which 
money they have left good value behind 
them in the development work rendered 
alone possible by their labour. Hence our 
author dismisses the Yellow Peril” as a 
bogey : the Chinese do not interest them- 
selves suficiently in the government of the 
countries they visit to attempt any political 
subversion, while their impermeability to 
foreign influences leads thom, on their re- 
turn to China, to fall back into the groove 
they left and rapidly to drop any “foreign” 
habits they may have — temporarily 
acquired. In an interesting chapter, 
comparing the Patriarchalism of the Chines 
with the Individualism of Europe, Mr. 
Gottwaldt comes to the conclusion that the 
Chinese are, as a result of this now in- 
eradicable system, incapable of any real 
change in the direction of reform, and so 
can never be peril” to the rest of the 
world. All which is consolatory to the 
Yellow Peril: mongers, however much the 
forecast is disappointing to the well-wishers 
of Obina. The author farther points out 
that Europe now conteins 360,000,000 in- 
habitants, having doubled its’ population 
during the nineteenth century; besides 
having furnished the seed for a ‘farther 
100,000,000 of people of European descent 











in.America and Australia. By the end of 
the twentieth century there is every reason 
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to anticipate that the world’s population of 
Buropean descent, with monogamic habits, 
Christian principles, and a sense of truth 
sad bonont, get as the Chinese race 

ows no indication of ever possessing, 
will number 1,000,000,000. - 

But, although the gulf between th» 
European and the Chinese is too deep to 
eeeined over by even a prolooged re- 
sidence of the Chinaman abro.d, yet the 
economic result to his country is very 
important. Not only does the emigration 
supply an outlet for the surplus populati: 
which, with the system of early marriage 
prevalent ia China, would be in as abject» 
stale of poverty ax are to-day large portions 
of the population in mountwi:ous provinces 
away from the gea-board, Szechuwn for 
instance, but the ports of Canton, Amoy, 
and Swatow are in the evil condition (: 
Mr. Gottwaldt terms it) of importing three 
times as much, in value of goods, xs 
export: the difference of some three mil 
dollars yearly is made up by the money 
brought home by returning emigrants and 
by the contributions to their families ia 
China of the ten’ per cent of the emigrants 
who remain settled broad. In ad 
to these advantages, foreign steamers derive 
from the emigration annually about thr e 
million dollars ia passage money, of which 
German shipping receives its fu'l, if not 
the lion’s shat 

Full justice is done to the wise policy of 
the Briti-h Government in regard to Chi- 
nese immigration into the Malay Peninsul., 
and the conclusion of the book is, what al! 
sensible people who have cousidered the 
subject know, viz. that the natives of the 
tropics won't work, that Europeans cannot 
there do manual ‘Iabour, and hence the 
Chinese are the only people through whose 
neoncy tropical countries can reach their 
fall development. ‘That. this fxct is fully 
appreciated in Mulaysia is showa in the 
wages of the Chinese cnolie baving doubled 
and, trobled there in the last decade, and in 
the better treatment accorded these poor 
Jabourers by employers, ‘Tho demand has 
indeed now so far outran the supply that it 
ig.a question whether it be not advisable to 
induce emigration from the over-populatet 
districts in the valley of the Yangtze. Mr. 
Gottwaldt’s statistics provide muct: food for 
reflection ond cannot but satisfy ‘those who 
still holt any mi ng to the result 
of Chinese migrations, either iv their effect 
upon the Chinese themselves or on their 
Europrau neighbours, while we mxy con 
fidently refer all who require special in- 
formation on the subject’ to the carefully 
compiled work before us.

There has been a marked absence, so [ am 
informed, of the severe forms of dysentery 
for which this place is somewhat noted, 
and cholera as well as dengue fever, which 
prevailed so exteusively in the South, mere- 
ly showed themselves here but no more.

The C..I M. schools have also had a 
xood deal of trouble with measles. ‘The 
Infection was introduced into all three 
schools simultaneously, and, » usuel with 
this disease, spread rapidly, tue I believe 
to its being’ so very infectious luring the 
stage of incubation.

A Foreign House Burnt Down. 

‘The friends of Mr. and Mrs. von Seck- 
endorff, and of Mr. Bauer, of the Mili- 
tary College here, wilt regret to learn 
that they were burned out last night 
about midnight, tho louse they hare 
been occuping during the past few 
months having beon destroyed by fire, 
and.many of their belongings having 
been either injured by fire or water or 
been stolen in the confusion incident to 
the excitement. 


‘The Fire Originated 


Seckendorff woke up and discovered tho 
ceiling of his dining-room to be on fire, 
a post in the wall through which the flue 
passed to reach a chimney outside having 
been smouldering, it is supposed, for some. 
time until finally it crept up to the roof 
timbers and ignited them. Having no 
sort of protection against fire, nothing 
could be done to stay the flames, which 
rapidly burned off tho roof and all the 


available woodwork, leaving only the 
baro walls standing. Fortunately, as

‘The writer 
does not think that the foreign element is 
to be feared, on. the contrary ho says” that 
its eo-operation in municipal affairs ceanut 
but be for the great good of the town, 
“Finally,” ho asks, “is the population of 
Port Arthur, on the whole, of a worse type 
than the population of Shanghai; and, if 
it is not of a worse type, why not have 
popular Government here ‘as well as in 
Shanghai?” 

The Manchurian Highwaymen. 

An expedition orga 3 
Staff here against. the Manchurian Highway- 
men who have been proving troublesome of 
late, has proved successful. ‘The scene of 
the ‘operations was the Liao River and the 
Chinese were under the command of Messicurs 
Tulen-Sang and Fales-hoa. The fourth part 
of a brigade took part in the operations." In 
an action at the village of Valin, the High- 
waymen were completely d:fc.tal, ‘The 
‘Hussian losses were four killed and ton 
‘wounded, one offer being in the latter 
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category. According to the oficial state- 
ment of the local Chineso administration, 
the bandits lost about two hundred killed 
and about as many wounded. This heaty 
Joss on the part of the Chinese was due to 
a night attack being made by the Russians 
gud te » panic among the bandits. Tulen- 
Sana lost his right hand which was cut off 
at the wrist. The expedition did its work with 
deadly thoroughness. It travelled 400 
versts west of the Liao River and 
afterwards started on a new chaso of the 
+ same length back again and cornered the 
Chinese gang on the river. The Russian 
troops are said to have shawn unusual 
endurance and bravery in the little campaign.

The Situation in Manchuria. 

On the ovening of the late birthday 
celebration the local officials entertained 
at the Fu yamén, and a number of resident 
foreigners were among the guests. Con- 
versation naturally turned on the situation 
in Manchuria, and the foreigners were 
cogerly asked’ what the Western Powers 
were likely to do. This elicited the enquiry 
as to what China was likely todo. Of 
course the stock arguments of poverty, in 
consequence of the heavy indemnity, were 
much in evidence, as well as the fear 
that sho would be left in the lurch, and bo- 
ing unable to cope with Russia, would be 
moro than over in her power. ‘This, how- 
over, was more talk as became moro and 
more evident ; the real reason, in their 
minds at lonst, for the apparent apathy bein, 
an overwoening estimate of the trade im- 
portance of Manchuria to Japan, England, 
and Amorica, particularly to’ the two 
former. Thore did not seom to be indiffer- 
‘ence as to the fate of the Northern provinces, 
but a conviction deep-founded that the 
countries mentioned could not afford to 
allow Russia to take possession

The New Journalism. 

Last Wednesday evening Mr. Chamber- 
lain addressed an audience of 10,000 men, 
representative likewise of every clas and 
every possible shade of opinion,zin Bingley 
Hall, Birmingham. Tho ex-Colonial Secre- 
tary commenced his speech at 8.10 p.m. 
and concluded it at 10.5, At 10.32 it was 
in print and or sale in the London streets, 
in a special edition of the ‘Evening 
News.” ‘This stupendous fext of journalism 
‘was accomplished by means of the elec- 
trophone, which was used for the purpose 
by - that most’ enterprising member 
of tho newspaper world, Mr. Alfred 
Harmsworth, proprietor of the ‘ Daily 
Mail.” ‘The account of how it was { 
done as chronicled in yesterday's issue 
of the “Daily Mail” leaves one with 
the impression that it is all so easy 
and involves such an enormous saving of 
trouble—and it is said expense—that one 
wonders why the experiment was not made 
years age, In Bingley Hall all that was 
neoded was a couple of unobtrusive little 
boxes on the platform. Wires from these 
were connected by the Natinnal Tele- 
phone Company with their. wires at 
The Birmioghani Post Ofiise, these were 
connected with two trunk telephone 
Tines running from there to the head- 
quarters of the Post Office telephones 
in London, whence wires were carried 
direct into the electrophone room in the 
“Daily Mail” office. The double lines were 
only run as a precaution nyaivat accident. 
As a matter of fact everything worked so 
smoothly. that one only was needed. In 
the room set apart for the reporters in 
the ‘Daily Mail” office twelve Y-shaped 
receivers had been fixed, and here ten 
men listened, with perfect ease, to Mr. 
"6 speech. Not a word ws 
alternately, for a period 
of two minutes af a time, they took 
down in short-hand every word he 
uttered.. As No. I dropped his pencil, No. 
IL continued the work at the word he 
left off. Then No, I turned his short-hand 
into long-hand and a boy took it off to the 

inking office, and by the time No. X had 
Enished, No.’ Twas, ready to tal up the 
running again, by which time his former 
contribution was probsbly typed. To give 
some idea of the time saved by the new 
method, it is noted that -the “ Evening 
News” had been in. print more than an 
boar hefore the last hath of the verbatim 
telegraphed report of the speech reached 
tho Daily Mall” office.

has been “flung back” at him; but it is 
understoud that he receive it cor- 
dially, and that ‘all ‘will once more be 
hatmony in the Liberal party.

* Mysteries of Police and Crime” he gave

which followed the convicton of those! 
clever scoundrels, and which ended in the! 
imprisonment of Chief Inspectors Meikle- ! 
john, Druscovitch, and Palmer and a! 
aulicitor named Frogyat for two ycars—! 
the maximum term—for conspiracy to 
defeat the ends of justice. In the libel' 
suit just finished “Meiklejohn sought’ 
damages in the first place on the ground! 
that certain statements mide about him!

brought up against him. ‘The whole of 
the old scandal was rehashed up in Court, 
and Meiklejohn, who declined to yo into 
the witness box, lost his sase.

It seems only fair 
that. the retelling of stories such as this 
should be allowed to wait until the actors 
in it are dead; and a prison inspector 
ought to be especially careful not to do 
anything which might prevent an ox- 
convict from earning an houest living. On 
the other hand it is only fair to say that 
‘Major Griffiiths seems to have been ignor- 
ant that Meiklejohn was still alive, and that 
Meiklejohn, for his, part, rather traded on 
the advertisement which’ the case afforded 
him whon, after his rolease, he started a 
private detective agency. 
Libellous Fiction.

‘The annual meeting of this Association 
was held on Thursday afternoon at 1 Yuen- 
ming-yuen Road. ‘The retiring President 
(Dr. A. P. Parker) was in the chair, and 
there wero also present Messrs. Murray 
Warmer (Vice-President), A. C. Hunter 
(Treasurer), A. W. Danforth (Hon. Secre- 
tary), J, N. Jameson, C. E. Fiske, P. W.

After’ the usual formal business, 

Mr. A. C. Hunter read the ‘Treasurer's 
statement. ‘This showed o balance in hand 
of $955.35 as against $255.65 at the begin- 
ning of the year. The statement of accounts 
was unanimously adopted. 

‘The Chairman then read the report, of the 
Executive Committee as follows :— | 

ince the last Annual Meeting of the 
Association, several subjects of importance 
have been ‘treated by the Executive Com- 
mitice. In the first place, in regard to 
the matter of the extension of the domestic 
mutes of postage to the U. S. Postal Agency 
at Shanghai and to the cities in China 
served through that Agency, the sincere 
appreciation and thanks of the Committee 
and members of the Association have boon 
conveyed to the Consul-General of the 
United States at Shanghai, to the Post- 
master-Genend and to the Superintendent 
of Foreign Mails for their action in the 
matter. The attention of the Committee has 
been-drawn to the construction which the 
Chinese Imperial Postal Authorities place 
upon the extension of the U. S. domestic 
rates of postage to the cities served in China, 
through the U. S. Postal Agency at Shang- 
atters have been received from Nan- 
from Soochow and from Hangchow 
enclosing covers which showed that an 
excess of postage was charged upon letters 
which bore a two-cent (gold) U. S. postage 
stamp and which had been sent to cities in 
China served through the U. 8. Postal 
it Shanghai. “The position taken by 
se Postal Authorities is that such 
mail is insuftciently paid. ‘The former rate 
was five cents (gold). A letter, therefore, 
which arrives from the United States and 
bears only two cents (gold) in stamps 1s 
considered to be short paid to the amount 
of three cents and, therefore, double postage 
is collected upon it, that is'the sum of six 
cents (gold). ‘The attention of the Consul- 
General and Postal Agent at Shanghai has 
been directed to this matter by your com- 
mittee and his assistance has been requested 
in asking the U. 8. Postal Department to, 
make some arrangement with the Chinese 
Authorities by which this extra tax upon 
letters to cities in China served through the 
U.S. Postal Agency at: Sbanghat shall be 
corrected. ‘The matter, it is understood, has 
now heen reierred by the U. S. Postal 
Authorities in Shanghai to the United States 
ister at Peking for direct negotiation 
ith the Inspector-Generl of Customs. 
A letter from New York merchants asking 
for the names of manufacturers in China who 
imported their raw materials from the 
United States has, been referred to your 
committee for consideration. ‘The names of 
firms using raw cotton, lumber and tobacco 
have, therefore, been forwarded in response 
to the enquiry. 

Another matter of importance which has 
come before the committee has been the 
question of the senaration of the consular 
and judicial functions of the United States 
Consulate-General at Shanghai. On account 
of the increasing amount of business which 
falls to that Consulate-General and the in- 

uate number of the members of the 
staff, the necessity is obvious for the 
establishment in Shanghai of a U. S.

other Consul-Generals at this port. 

Necessity not having arisen for an Extra- 
ordinary General Mecting of the Association, 
none has been called in 1903. . 

On the occasion of the visit to Shangh: 
of the Viceroy at Nanking, H. E. Wei 
Kuung-tao, the Acting Vice-President and 
Socretitry ‘called ‘on him and extended the 
goud wishes of the American Association of 
China on behalf of the Executive Committee 
and met 1 most cordial reception. the Viceroy 
expressing his desire that the cordial relation 
existing “between China and the United 
States might be augmented and their com- 
merce extended. . E 

Apart from the heavier business of the 
committeo it gives us great pleasure to refer 
to the bunguet, which was given under the 
auspices of this Association 10 the 
‘Treaty Commissioners, Messrs. E. 11. Coniger, 
John Goodnow and John F. Seaman at the 
Shanghai Club on Thursday, 22nd October 
1903." In the history of this Association 
these, social meetings have always been

Tho banquet last October was no exception 
to the rule and the general verdict was’ that 
the spirit of true Americanism pervaded the 
Occasion.

consideration which they had always shown 
to him, The President of the Association, 
Dr. Parker, was also obliged to be absent 
on account of the meeting of the Conference 
of his Mission at Soochow.

Telegrams for 
transmission to America by that line were 
first accepted at Shanghai the 25th July 
last, and up to the present time the service 
hhas’ been steadily continued to the con- 
venience and satisfaction of the business cont- 
munity. 

The Guaranty ‘Trust Company of New 
York is the latest of the Aunerican banks to 
establish a branch at Shanghai. As banking 
facilities multiply it is hoped ‘that the day 
of an improved currency in China will be 
hastened. ‘The foreign traveller is now com- 
plaining of the loss he suffers from the in- 
equality in value at tho different ‘Treaty 
Ports of currency notes issued by the foreign 
banks doing business in China, A note 
issued say at Shanghai may be at a dis- 
advantage when offered at another ‘Treaty 
Port to cancel a debt. This is a minor 
example to show the need of a reformed cur- 
rency; when the reform is established the 
traveller may receive a bank note in Peking 
with the assurance that he can use it in 
Canton without loss to himself. 3

Qnd.—The change of fashion to cotton 
amongst the wealthy as well as the work- 
ing classes.

4th—The Napoleonic . war _ which 
hindered the .ourishing of a Continental 
industry, and with the tremendous ex- 
tension of smuggling, scarcely harmed 
tho English cotton industry. 

5th.—The quick realisation of large for- 
tunes in the hands of the earliest manu- 
facturing families. 

As carly as 1801, with total exports 
of 18 millions, cotton goods counted for 
7 millions. It can be truly said that tho 
rapid growth of the cotton industry had 
given England the power and the means 
to withstand victoriously the long years 
of war with France. ‘there was not the 
time to dwell at length on the vi 
situdes that this industry had gone 
through. The rapid increaso in the pro- 
ductive power of the new machinery fro- 
quently led it to overrun tho distri- 
Dutive agencies then aé work, and glute 
succeeded one another rather frequently. 
‘The decline of values consequent on these 
conditions stimulated demand, which ab- 
sorbed supplies, and quickly led _to 
further extensions of machinery. Re- 
petitions of these occurrences have con- 
stituted a great portion of the history of 
the trade, from the beginning of the 
19th century to the present timo. The 
most notable crisis in ite history was the 
occurrence of the cotton famine in Lan- 
cashire, which arose from tho war of 
Secession in the United States. 

It was estimated that the cotton 
spindles of the world now reach tho vast 
total of 104,000,000, and the looms 
1,350,000, of these, 41,000,000 spindles, 
‘and 650,000 looms are in Great Britain. 
These 44,000,000 spindles and 650,000 
Tooms require 800,000 workpeople, and 
to run these machines — £35,000,000 
worth of raw cotton was imported: an- 
nually, and it was estimated that the 
products of the Inttor spindles and looms 
realise an atinual average of £90,000,000, 
leaving a balance of £55,000,000, to pay 
imperial and local taxation, profit on 
capital invested, depreciation on build- 
ings and machinery, coal consumed, mill 
stores, cost of transport, and wi this 
last. item reprosonting by far the la 
proportion of the £55,000,000.

of this gigantic industry, for they em-

CHINA DAILY NEWS.”) 

17th December. 

1) The Expectant Lieutenant General 
sitere \gao, who was received in audience 
this morning, is to continue holding said 
rank, but his name is to be recorded in the 
Grand Council books for preferment. 

(2) Decree enjoining Viceroys and 
Governors of provinces to keep careful 
watch over the actions of their subordi- 
nates, the prefects, department and 
district Magistrates to prevent them from 
ill treating the people and extorting from 
them, In the future if any such official be 
found to be a good officer, kind, and careful 
of the welfare of the people confided to 
his jurisdiction, such official should be 
retained in his post as long as possible and 
not removed recklessly. On the other 
hand, should an official be found guilty of 
extortion, and otherwise cruelly treating 
his people, the Viceroy or Governor of the 
province should not only remove the man 
at once but also severely denounce him to 
the Throne for punishment.

The St. Louis Exposition. 

A Peking dispatch states that H.E. 
Wang Kai-kah, Chinese Vice-Commis- 
sioner to the St. Louis Exposition, has 
telegraphed from the United States to 
the Waiwupu to the effect that the 
buildis ordered to be erected in the 
Exposition grounds for the display of 
Chinese exhibits aro on tho point of com- 
pletion and asking the Waiwupu to in- 
form the Viceroys and Governors of pro- 
vinees to send on. without delay the goods 
intended for exhibition. The dispatch 
further states that Prince Pu Lun, the 
Chinese Chief Commissioner to St. Louis, 
is expected to leave Peking for the States 
vii Shanghai in the last week of 
the present’ month of Decomber, ac- 
companied by a large staff, including 
several Manchus of noble birth. Th 





Prince expects to spond a few days in 
Shanghai beforo starting for the United 
States. 


Proposed Restoration of Old 
Custom Houses in Hangchow. 

It was reported in mandarin circles 
yesterday that the Manchu Commissioner 
of the Imperial Silklooms at Hangchow 
has snomorialised the Throne that in 
view of the proposed abolition of Likin 
ho suggests that. two Custom houses 
which were in existence at the Northern 
and Southern suburbs of Hangchow be- 
fore the capture of that city by the Tai- 
ping rebels (1860) and until now non- 
existent, be restored, as a means of sup- 
plying the local government of tho city 
with funds threatened with extinction by 
tho abolition of Likin. 


Arrival of the New Tartar General 
of Nanking. 

H.E, Yung Lung, Tartar General- 
designate of’ Nanking (Kiangning), 
arrived here yesterday fom Peking, on 
route for his new post. H.E. and family 
are at present residing in a Chinese hotel 
on the comer of Kiangsi Road and the 
Yangkingpang.

‘A Peking telegram reports that owing 
to the more determined stand taken vy 
the Chinese Government in regard to the 
Manchurian Question, the Russians at 
Meoukden have resumed their high- 
handed manner of deaing with the Chi- 
nese officials there, which a short time 
0 had been much relaxed. The Tartar 
General Tséng Chi, it is now reported, is 
again circumscribed as to his liberty of 
action and has been refused again the 
use of the telegrapn.

1895, and he had come to Foochow at the 
request of Viceroy Li Hsing-jui to con:

“If I were Governor Taft,” remarked 
an Englishman to me in discussing the 
Philippine situation, “I would “give 
these Filipinos to understand that it 
would be regarded as a criminal offence 
for them to tuck their shirt tails into 
their trousers, or to wear them in any 
other way that a white man does—and 
until you Americans grasp that idea you 
are not. going to get any satisfaction out 
of the Philippines.” 

The attitude adopted towargs the 
natives is one of the peculiarities of the 
Philippine situation. Elsewhere in the 
Orient the brown or yellow man is a 
coolie—in the Philippines he is a 
citizen; there he talks “pidgin” Eng- 
lishhere he has a language of _his 
own which is quite as guod as the for- 
cigner's; there he may not don a white 
man’s costume—here he is invited ‘to 
tuck his shirt into his belt, be a man 
and enjoy the blessings of life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness.

HORRORS OF A RUSSIAN PRISON 
DISCLOSED. 


‘Tho experiences of the threo Japanese 
merchants, who wero recently imprisoned 
at Port Arthur by the Russians, are 
published in the “ Jiji” and the “Chugai 
Shogy.” Mr. Hajime Yamana, one of 
the party, makes the following state- 
ment:— 

‘Mr. Manhichi Takenouchi and I, both 
of the Kanegafuchi Cotton Mill, and Mr. 
\Kokichi Tsuji of the Mitsui Bussan Kai- 
sha left Newchwang for the interior of 
Manchuria at the beginning of Soptem- 
ber for the purpose of ascertaining what 
Kind of cotton yarns the Chinese would 
take and what manner of transactions 
they would prefer. War rumours were 
in the air, and it was considered to be 
dangerous to venture far inland. We 
therefore visited Liaoyang, Moukden, 
Tichling, ote., and their outlying dis- 
tricts. 

‘Tho arrest took place at Haiping on 
tho morning of September 23. We were 
then waiting for a train in order to go 
to Kaiping. Mr. Takenouchi was walk- 
ing boyond the railway tracks, when 
come Russian soldiers suddenly arrested 
him, on suspicion of his having entered 
something into his note-book. Mr. Tsuji 
and I were also ‘arrested on account of 
our being in his company. We were 
then brought before the commander of 
the Russian garrison, who asked us the 


purpose and destination of our journey 
and searched our clothes and baggage. 
Finally it was announced that the e 
mination was not completed, and a little 
past. midnight, we were put on board a 
train in custody of several soldiers. For 
fifteen hours we were left without food. 

We were told that our destination was 
Yashihchiao, but the train was running 
northward, instead of to the south. 
‘There was a Japanese in the carriage, and 
not. suspecting that we were in custody, { 
he asked us our destination. I was im- 
patient to let him know that we were in 
the clutches of the Russian military 
authorities, and was going to answer 
when our guards became angry, struck 
the Japanese traveller, and finally forced 
him out of the carriage. 

Under such conditions it was vain to 
hope for communication with our coun 
trymen, even if we were lucky enough 
to mect one of them. So I bribed the 
Russian soldiers and bought beer for 
them, with the result that their manner 
greatly softened and they began to tall 
With us. \t-a station called Kuanel 
taze, 1 deseried a Japanese on the plat- 
form, and sauntered out from the car- 
riage, Asa Russian soldier of course fol- 
lowed me, 1 gave him some money. But 
fas it was out of the question to address 
the Japanese openly, 4 drew him to a 
cigarette stall, and while buying ciga- 
rettes, asked him to inform the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha at Newchwang of our 
arrest. 

The train stopped at Harbin on the 
25th, at 2 p.an., when | was able to send 
‘a Japanese for Mr. Kawai, of the Mitsui 
Bussan office at Dalny, who was then 
staying at Harbin. He came to the 
station, saw us, talked to the Russian 
soldicrs, and said to us: “Be at ease! T 
will do something. 

Wo were then conveyed to the Russian 
barracks at Harbin, where we were 
prisoned for about 24 hours without any 
Court proceedings. On the 26th, at 2 
p.m., we were again put in a train bound 
for Port Arthur. A Russian officer and 
four soldiers guarded ws. 

Meanwhile the Mitsui Bussan’s office 
, receiving a telegram from Mr. 
was deeply anxious about our 
fate, and sent one of its officials, Mr. 
Fu to the station, where there is 
a junction and the name of which I have 
forgotten. Mr. Fujioka was awaiting us, 
and on our arrival there he came into 
We saw each other, but were 
verse. He remained with 
us imtil we arrived av Port Arthur on 
the 28th, at 4 p.m., when we were con- 
veyed in’a carriage to the General, Staff 
Office. En route, however, Mr. Fujioka 
t track of us iiaving been unable to 
Keep near for fear that the Russians 
should suspect his purpose. 

We were kept at the Staff Office for 
three or four hours, but the Russians did 
not examine us. By and by, we were 
cast separately into the Russian prison, 
where Ww ned for the subsequent 30 
days without trial.

October, we were tried for tho first time 
by the Court Martial, Mr. Hino, re- 
presentative of the Japanese at Port 
Arthur, interpreting. ‘The Chief Pro- 
curator and the chief of a police station, 
who was a Major, took down the descrip- 
tion of the route we had travelled, the 
object of the journey, ete., and made 
us sign affidavits. “The next day, 0 
soldier tossed us our baggage and an- 
nounced that we might go. We were 
all very weak, and therefore lodged a 
night at the Yoshida firm, and returned 
cchwang by the Nautsu Mara, We 
Spent 31 days in the prison, besides 5 
Gays in travelling in Russian custody. 

‘The prison at Port Arthur is enclosed 
by high walls and contains 17 or 18 cells. 
Hach cell is Gft. wide and 9ft. lon 
the door consists of tremendously thick 
boards; the walls are of brick one foot 
in. thickness and the floor is mado of 
cement. ‘The eell has only one window 
Of about Bft. square, which has a lattice 
of iron bars, and double panes of thick 
giass beyond the lattice. ‘Tho door has 
fino a hole of abvut five inches square, 
through which food is admitted. — The 
hole is about Sft. din, above the floor. 
‘The furniture of the cell consists of am 
iron bed, straw matting two inches thick, 
and a table. Each cell is guarded by « 
soldier and’ there are always about 50 
more on duty in the courtyard. Their 
vigilance is something beyond belief. 
‘taey would never permit us to sleep for 
consecutive hours. Every time 
; were relieved, they would knock at 
door with their swords or kick it 
until we responded. 

‘The monotony of the prison life was 
unparalleled. We had nothing to read 
or to do. For 31 days we had to brood 
over our fate. A source of unspeakable 
inisery was the thinness of our clothes. 1 

‘ae attired in a summer suit of alpaca 
and white trousers, and had nothing with 
which to keep myself warm except a thin 
Dlanket, and it was snowing when wo 
were released. ‘The cold seemed to reach 
the marrow, and I thought I should bo 
frozen to death before long. Our guards 
were greedy beyond description. With- 
out bribes, they would do nothing for us. 
Some of them would thrust their hands 
into our pockets and ask us in bad Chi- 
nese if there was any money in thom. 
Tf we answered in the affirmative, they 
would press us for a tip. Often enough 
they took money to biry us food and then 
failed to do so. In this manner prison 
life cost me some 60 yen in the shape of 
bribes to the Rnesian soldiers, to say 
nothing of a hundred other losses.

The two Bubbling Well Road burglars 
were brought up. Inspector Gibson

in various burslaries during the present 
and last years.

208 
and N. P. C, 615 discovered a broken 
window at No. 9 Weihaiwei Road, and on 
looking in’ saw a native, who came to the 
window and fired two shots. Tie revolver. 
which is a 32 calibre Smith and Weston, 
was exhibited to the Court. The two 
constables blew their whistles, and the 
prisoner ran down the roa. The 
Indian constable attempted to seize him 
when he jumped through the window. 
After ruming some little distance down 
the rowd he was met by N. P.O. 
615. ‘The priser fired a shot at 
him, the bullet pesetrating his leather 
beit, doing no harm.

Inspector Gibson also stated that 
shortly after the arrest of the first prisoner, 
the second man was seen leaving the 
vicinity of No. 9 Weihaiwei Read by a 
native detective, and was later arrested in 
a lodging-house at No. 4, Sunukinng Road 
by Detective Eadie, ‘The shel's from the 
revolver, a number of keys and a screw- 
driver found in the possession of one of 
the prisoners were exhibited to the Court. 
‘The Iuspector concluded his statement by 
remarkin tint the wounsied co. stable was 
in the hospital, and it was uncertain how 
long he would be confined, »s it was pos- 
sible that blood poison may setin.

A 
native servant of Mr. Tony Kidson identi- 
fied x quantity of silver ware stofen on 
the 17th instant, ‘The witness said that 
the burglar was cen by a native warch- 
man as he was leaving the house. ‘The 
watchman was called and stated that when 
he saw the man leaving the house he 
called to him, ‘The man drew a revolver 
and fired ashot which flew wild, and then 
ran away. ‘The witness could not identify 
cither of the prisoners, as it was too dark to 
see the man’s face: ‘The soz: of a wealthy 
native residing xt No. 103 Bubbling Well 
Road identified a quantity of fur clothing 
stolen from his father’s house on the 17th 
instant.

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THE AMERICAN 
ASSOCIATION 
IN CHINA. 


Tue report. of the Executive Com- 
mittee which was read at the annual 
meeting of the American Association 
in China on the 17th instant deals 
succinctly but yet sufficiently with 
a fumber of interesting topics. It 
begins with a reference to the recent 
extension of the domestic rates of 
postage to the U.S: Postal Agency at 
Shanghai and to the cities ia China 
served through that agency, a boon in 
itself and as an indication to American 
citizens that, as long as extra- 
territoriality prevails, they are still 
at home wherever in China their flag 
flies, There is a reference too to the 
contention of the Chinese Post Office 
that when it takes charge of a letter 
which has been stampedathome at the 
low tariff charged by Great Britain 
and the United States, it has a right 
to consider that letter as insufficiently 
stamped, and to charge the recipient 
double the difference between the 
said low tariff and the ordinary Postal 
Union rate. The question, we read, 
has been referred to the U.S. Minister 
at Peking and the Inspector-General 
of Customs. 

A very important matter is then 
referred to, the question of the se- 
paration of the consular and judicial 
functions of the U. S. Consulate- 
General at Shanghai. We have 
already noted that this has been 
taken up by the American Asiatic 
Association in New York. There 
can be no doubt of the advantage of 
having a trained Judge as President of 
a U.S, Supreme Court here, followin; 
the British precedent, which would 
relieve the Consul-General of the 
great burden of judicial work falling 
to his share. No one would assert 
that the various Consuls-General 
here have not done their best 
to execute substantial justice in 
the cases brought before them, but 
the number and importance of 
these cases naturally increases with 
the expansion of American interests 
in China, ard it is no reflection on 
the Consular officials, who have some- 
times had nothing more than the un- 





worldly training of missionaries, to 
ask that a competent lawyer should 
be provided for the decision of serious 
cases, civil and criminal, As regards 


the regulations for the issue of pass- 
ports, which forms the next section 
in this report, it is only reasonable 
to ask that the U.S. Department of 
State should “ permit universal pass- 
ports and passports for Chinese and 
Russian territory to be issued by the 
U.S. Consu!-General at Shanghai as 
1s done by the British and other Con- 
suls-General at this port.” 

It is pleasant to learn from this 
report of the great success of the ban- 
quet recently given by the Associ 
tion to the U. S. Treaty Commis- 
sioners, Messrs. E. H. Conger, John 
Goodnow, and John F. Seaman, not- 
withstanding the unfortunate absence 
of the American Minister and the 
President of the Association. “In 
the history of this Association, these 
social meetings,” we are told, “have 
always been functions which have 
brought together in a happy reunion 
and fraternal friendliness those who 
are proud to call themselves citizens 
of the United States of America. 
The banquet last October was no 
exception to the rule, and the general 
verdict was that the spirit of true 
Americanism pervaded the occasion.” 
The proceedings of the banquet were 
not reported at the time, and it is 
therefore a source of much satisfac- 
tion to learn that the speeches of the 
Commissioners present, Messrs. Good- 
now and Seaman, are to be published 
in the first issue of the Association’s 
Journal for 1904. 

The remarks on the American 
Commercial Treaty with China can 
meet with nothing but approval. It 
is pleasent to see- that the belief] 
which actuated Sir James Mackay 
throughout his negotiations, that a 
treaty could never be satisfactory 
unless it was for the advantage of 
both parties to it, was also taken as 
their guiding principle by the Ameri- 
can negotiators. This report says: 
“The days of the diplomacy which 
selfishly took advantage of a weak 
opponent, and by short-sighted and 
narrow policies gained some ready 
advantage to the neglect of great 
future benefits, have passed, and the 
spirit of such diplomacy is not in 
accord with the policies of the broad- 
minded Secretary of State, John 
Bay, who is guiding the foreign 
affairs of the nation.” As was anti- 
cipated at the time, the strong 








opposition made by the American 
Association here to the likin clause 


of the British treaty was of 1:0 prac- 
tical avail, and American merchants 
are to comfort themselves with the 
thought that “the temporary dis- 
advantages, such as thé increased 
duties on imports, which full to the 
lot of our merchants, are to be borne 
with a view to the hoped-for ultimate 
good.” The other advantages secured 
by the treaty have mostly their 
counterparts in the British treaty, 
both countries being equally desirous 
to assist such reforms in the Chinese 
government as will avert partition. 

The report then alludes to the 
mission of Professor Jenks, in whose 
success we ure all interested ; and to 
the grave prejudice to American 
trade’ in the north ewsed by the 
Russian aggression in Manchuria, 
“It would probably he much better,” 
says the report, “to keep the 
sovereignty of China as it was before 
the Russian occupation, even with 
the corruption which then prevailed.” 
There is a note on the progress of the 
Canton-Hankow railway, with a 
touch of sadzess init, “It is with 
humiliation and regret that Amcri- 
cans learn from the public prints 
that the controlling interest in this 
great enterprise has passed into other 
than American hands.” Mention is 
made of the new American syndicate 
represented here by Mr. A. W. Bash, 
and of the completion of the American 
trans-Pacific cable to Manila. The 
concluding paragraph deals with the 
establishment liere of a branch of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York. We echo the hope that as 
banking facilities multiply the day of 
an improved currency in.China will 
be hastened, so that a bank note 
issued at one treaty port will be 
realisable at its face value at any 
other, without being the subject of a 
different “squeeze” at every port. 
This, which is at present only a 
counsel of perfection, closes a com- 
prehensive and well-compiled report, 
on which the secretary is to be 
heartily congratutated.

Rrown’s addre-s, delivered #t an arbitra 
tien conference, is mad« valuable from the 
g-od ue h: has made of his fifteen mouths? 
tour around the world.’ The Rev. W. N. 
Brewster's review of thirteen yews’ work 
in the Fukien province, among the 
Hinghua people, is cheering reading to 
frends of missions. After referring. to 
the numerical increase in graphic but 
somewhat fanciful style, he says: “The 
numerieal increase is not the most signi 
ficant or important feature of our develop- 
ment. For several years past, es; ecially, 
we have put little stress upon it, perhaps 
too little. Our efforts have been devoted 
chiefly towards developing strength, not 
size ; muscle, not fat. To this end much 
attention has been given to that many- 
sidel and puzzling problem ot se!f-: upport. 
In 1889 the one thousand uative church 
ws and probutioners gave for 
J support three hundred dollars 
(Mexican). ‘The year just closed shows 
$3,133.29 co'lected for pastoral support 
and $3,414.26 for home missions, a total 
of $6,847.55. While the membership has 
ineressed to eight times tha rumber of 
fourteen years azo, the contributions have 
multiplied rwenty-two times. But it is 
in the proportion of native to foreign 
money used in the support of our pastors 
that the advance is most significant, 
‘Thirteen yenrs ago the Missionary. Society 
pve $1,500, while the people gave $800 
for this purpose. ‘The preachers received 
only sixteen percent, or one sixth, of their 
support from the churches they’ served. 
During the year just closed our mative 
petors, including native presiding elders, 
have received from all sources for their 
support about $9,000. Of this their people 
contributed during the year $8,433.20 ; the 
Tome Missionary Society gave, from 
collections in 1902, $2.986, ‘leaving £2,581 
to be supplied from foreign funds, so that 
the church in China has given xeventy-one 
per cent of the entire pastoral support,

The Ninghai Case. 

_A Hangehow, capital of Chékiang pro- 
vince, dispatch states that Governor Nich 
of that city has received a talegram from 
Peking informing him that the French 
Minister has been repertedly ssking for the 
punishment of the officials of Ninghai and 
the perpetrators of the murder of the R.C. 
priest, Chu, in that city about two 
months ago, and that the Inst time the 
demand had been made by the French 
‘Minister that official had included a threat 
that he would send a French warship to 
inflict the necessary punishment if the 
provincial authorities of Chékiang did not 
do 80 speedily. 

The Russian Movements in 

Chinese Turkestan, 

which were chronicled in these ‘ Notes" 
yesterday, have according toanother Peking 
dispatch been denied as usual at St. Peters- 
burg. It appears that the Waiwupu, upon 
receiving the telegram containing the 
complaint of Governor Pan Hsiao-su, imme- 
dintely instructed the Chinese Minister at 
St. Petersburg to demand explanations 
from the Russian Foreign Office. The 
reply elicited was the usual Russian one in 
such cases, namely, that the Russian F. O. 
knew nothing of the sending of Russian 
troops into Kuldja, all such matters being 
in the hands of Admiral Alexcieff. 
Thoroughly Chinese. 

‘A Ch‘éngtéfu, Chili province, dispatch 
received at Peking the other day reports 
the presence of a number of Russians in 
the Lamamiao district, of Mongolia pur- 
chasing large numbers of Mongol ponies. 
No pretence is made of hiding the warlike 
pury for which the ponies aro in- 
tended, the Russians upon being asked 
even. goin so far in some cases as to tell 
the Mongol herdsmen that the ponies 
were wanted for figliting the Chinese 
army should it join the Japaneso in fight- 
ing Russia. No obstacles were placed inv 
the way of the Russians as they held 
passports for the purpose from the Tar- 
tar General of the province. It is only 
in China and among presont-day Chineso 
mandarins that such a thing ean be done. 


The Censors at Work. 

A Nanking dispatch states that HE. 
Cheng Hsin, Governor of Anhui, having 
been recently denounced by Censors in 
Peking, Viceroy Wei Kuang-tao has been 
commanded by the Throne to investigate 
the charges.—It is also stated from Can- 
ton that threo censors havo again de- 
nounced Viceroy Tsén of the Two Kuang 
provinces, charging his Excellency with 
incapability in dealing with tho unrest in 
Kuangsi province. ‘The result has been 
that an Imperial Reecript has been issued 
calting upon Viceroy ‘Tsén to draw up a 

ithful report concerning the actual con- 
dition of both Kuangst and Kuangtung 
provinces and inform the Throno in so 
many words what he intonds to do in 
dealing with the situation.

A friend hhas put the writer in_posses- 
sion of a clipping from the “Record-

vinees” ‘was recently reviewed in these 
columns. Mr. Curtis is a typical news- 
paper man, who for a Jong senes of years 
has been writing fully, interestingly, and 
with a singular’ mixture of ability and 
superficiality adapted to tho transient 
currency of much of the product. The 
only reason for calling attention to his 
observations is because they happen in 
this instance to relate to a subject: not 
without its interest to foreign residents

“Keung Heiang-hsi and Feo Ch’ 
Christian converts from Canton, were 
with the foreign Legations during the 
siego of. the Boxers in Peking, and ren- 
dered valuable service. As a reward for 
their bravery and devotion it was decided 
to send them to the United States for an 
education, and arrangements were made 
to place them in Oberlin College, Ohio. 
‘Whey were given in charge of Miss Luella 
Miner, who is evidently a zealous woman 
with very poor judgment. Instead of 
bringing certificates from the surveyor of 
the port of ‘ientsin from which they 
sailed, who is comparatively an humble 
and an unimportant’ official, they were 
furnished with elaborate credentials from 
Ti Hung-chang, the Viceroy and Grand 
Secretary of the Chinese Empire. 
was not Intended asa violation or evasion 
of the law, but assan honour which no 
other young students had ever received, 
and tho Treasury Department might have 
accepted it as such. It would have been 
wise, however, if the students, in addi- 
tion’ to Li Hung-chang’s indorsement, 
had obtained the ordinary certificates, 
but they naturally supposed that an in- 
troduction from the greatest man in 
China would be recognised by the govern- 
ment of the United States. When they 
arrived at San Francisco, however, thoy 
discovered that Li Hung-chang’s recom 
mendation was not accepted, and they 
were prohibited from landing because 
they had no certificates. ‘he immigra- 
tion inspectors treated Li Hung-chang’s 
formidable letter in a most contemptuous 
manner. ‘The young men appealed to Mr. 
Wu, the Chinese Minister in Washington, 
who arranged with the ‘Treasury Depart- 
ment that’ they  migi remain in the 
custody of the Chinese Const!-General in 
San Francisco until proper certificates 
could be obtained from the surveyor of 
Customs and the U.S. Consul at Tientsin. 
‘A bond of $1,000 was required from them. 

“This was in October, 1901. Nothing 
further was heard _ them oe = 
Spring of 1902, when they appeared at the 
town of Portal, N.D., on the Canadian 
Pacific railroad, in company with Miss 
Miner, and attempted to sneak in there 
by- making oath that their certificates 
had been sent back to China. It appears 
that they had been induced by Miss 
‘Miner to try this subterfuge in vi lation 
of the law, and had. left San Francisco 
against the protest of the Chinese Consut- 
General, and without the knowledge of 














there would bo no objection if she took 
tno students along with her. ‘They were 
wasting a great deal of valuable time in 
San Francisco, she said, waiting for their 
certilicates, which might just as weli be 
spent at Oberlin at their studies without 
harm fo the Government, or any one. 
She declared also that she had been in- 
formed that the Government had given 
permission for the students to accompany 
her. The Treasury Department finding 
all this to be a misrepresentation, direct- 
ed that K'ung Hsing-hsi and Fei Ch‘i-ho 
be doported to China by the first steamer, 
and that the district attorney at San 
Francisco take steps to. collect. tho 
amount of the bond that had been for- 
feited.

‘There are several points in this extend- 
ed account requiring notice, which for 
convenience may be numbered. 

1L—Mr. Curtis states that, Kung and 
Fei were “converts from Canton.” If 
they had been, things would have beon 
quite different, as will appear later. Ho 
also says that they were in the siege in 
Peking and rendered valuable service to 
the foreign Legations. Mies Miner's 
complete account of these two lads ap- 
peared carly in 1903, in the shape of a 
book called “Iwo Heroes of Cathay.” 
The author also published in the “Out- 
look"? (New York) for 27th December, 
15102, a full narrative of their experiences 
up to the time of writing. Both of 
these accounts wero at the disposal of 
Mr. Curtis if he had taken pains to in- 
form himself at first hand, in which case 
he would have ascertained that K'ung is 
a native of Shansi, that Fei was born in 
North ‘T'ungchou, and that neither bad 
any remotest connection with either 
Peking or the Legations during the 
Boxer troubles. Fei was entitled to 
great honour for his effort to save his 
foreign friends in Shansi, where he had 
been engaged in teaching, and at great 
personal risk he brought the first 
authentic word of the fact and the man- 
ner of their death. 

—When the young men reached the 
. they had with them no letter from 
“the surveyor of the port of Tientsin,” 
but “elaborate credentials from Li Hung- 
chang” intended to do them signal 
honour. ‘There is no such officer as “tho 
surveyor of the port of ‘Tientsin,” though 
there is a Custom Taotai, whose duties in 
some respects correspond to the office 
named as existing in the United States. 
‘The reason for not getting proper certi- 
fi 

time he was non-existent. The “Tien- 
tsin. Provisional Government” absorb- 
ed exery governmental iunetion, and next 
abore the Taotai was the Superintendent 
of Trade, who happened to be Li Hung- 
hang. ‘The only motive of the latter

‘There were _ undoubtedly 
xechnical defects in these — papers, 
but that this was due to accident 
was obvious to uny one acquainted 
with the facts, and 1% only required 
a reprosentatiun of the facts to the 
proper Chin: churities to secure 
the requisite alterations. Unfortunately 
at this juncture the long delay in tho 
rendition of ‘Tientsin took place, preced- 
ed by the death of Li Hung-chang, at 
about the time when the error had been 
discovered.

4erpreted._ Mr. Curtis mentions that the 
Attorney General has written an opinion 
for the instruction of the immi ‘ion 
officials, in which he holds that the pre- 
sent law of Congress was “intended” to 
prevent: Chinese students from securinj 
an education in the United States, ani 
in order to be admitted, a student must 
show that he goes there for instruction 
in branches of learning that are not 
taught in China. The whole weight of 
the Bureau of Immigration is thrown in 
the way even of stixlents of enginecring, 
chemistry, and" all higher branches, who 
are all impartially shut out if any slight- 
est flaw can be detected in their cértifi- 
cates. 

Mr. Curtis gives examples of this which

General Grant 
remarked that the best way to secure the 
repeal of a bad law is to enforce it. Miss 
‘Miner’s experience and her writings have 
done much toward exhibiting the evils 
and injustice of the present practices in 
the United States. They can neither be 
defended, nor indefinitely continued.

For almost the entire 
distance piles were driven and temporary 
and permanent trestle work erected. Huge 
piles sixty feet long have been driven into 
the bed of the like, spliced four on top of 
cach other in order to yet through the false 

, bottom. Places have ben encountered in 
the lake where there sermed to be no end 
at all to the ooze and no selid foundation 
on which to build the grade. In one place 
a great sivkhole war encountered which 
has been named “the bottomless pit.” A 
veritable mountain of rock was dumped 
into the lake at this point ; then a cribbing 
‘of sawed ties was tried, but the quagm 
swallowed up 40,000 tier before this scheme 
was abandoned for anotier, The track 
continues to settle, but the engineers 
believe that they have mnstered the 
problem. 

From time to time reports of the work 
have leaked out, but the Southern Pacific 
has taken every pracaution to keep the 
outside world from knowing just what 
has been going on during the past eizh- 
teen months on the Grea: Salt Lake. 
Time and time again reporters in the 
xuise of labourers have attempted vo ;et 
work, but they have been detected and 
turned back. very precaution has been 
taken to prevent she Press frow publish- 
ing anything concerning the work. The 
reason for this was the uncertainty of the 
ultimate success « f the huge undertaking. 

To attempt to give figures of the cubic 
yards of rock ani feet of timbers that 
Zo to make up the urade of the Ogden- 
Lucin cut-off would be impossible. Be- 
neath the false bottom of the lake are 
hills, canyons and dales that have been 
filled with the sil: «fages from the Bear 
and Jordan rivers that flow into the 






























Inke. Once the thin upper crust is 
cracked a rock weighing tons slowly 
sinks, more follows, until the grade is 





built to the required height, and then the 
rock train moves on anJ repeats the opera- 
tion while the grade contivues to steaditly 
sink. For fourteen miles it extends out 
into the luke from the east shore until the 
water reaches the depth of twenty-five 
feet. Out from the west shore the fill-in 
extends for som three miles, to where 
the water is of a depth tov great t 
permit of further filling. The intervening 
space is closed up with strongly built 
open trestle work. In all twenty-eight 
miles of piling have been driven. 

Veritable forests have been transplanted 
in the Inke and for over a year past seven 
huge steam shovels, each lifting five eubic 
yards of dirt ata dip, have been working 
hight and day loading up the grading 
trains that dump their contents over 
either side of the temporary trestle. The 
immense weight of these long trains 
made it imperative that the temporary 
trestle be built in a manner that would 
not permit it to buckle under the strain. 
This has all been filled in so that the 
roadbed is absolutely solid. 

Shipwrights were brought from the 
Jakes and the Pacific Const to buitd the 
necessary stern-wheelers and tugs for the 
towing of the huge rafts of lumber and 
material, At stated intervals storms 
have arisen on the lake and washed the 
gigantic piles out of the booms, seteing 
them adrift and turning them iute huge 
buttering rams that played havoc with the 
work and the floating bunk-houses of the 
men. 

About 3,000 men have been given con 
stant employment on the cut-off since it 
was first started. These men earned on 
an average ¢2.50 a day, which means a 
monthly pay roll of $225,000. ‘They con- 

















sumed daily two cartloads of provisions. 
The labourers earned every dollar they 
made, for, owing to the exeesuve saline 
properties of the water in which they 
worked, the stightest scratch would soon 
become’ a festering sore.

3,000, the smount of xn award against 
him in the Awerican Consulac Court, 
which he desires to have set aside. 

Plaintiff now brought intu Court as the 
require security, scrsp for 100 shares in 
the Chang Su-ho's Gardens, Ld, the face 
value of which was in excess of the securi- 
ty required. 

Mr. Macleod for the deferdant objected 
that the scrip offered was of no actual 
value. 

‘Mr. Jones said that although the shares 
were not quoted on the market, shares hud 
changed hands in the last two months at 
Tis. 30 per share. 

His Lordship said that the security was 
only required in order that defendant 
should not be in any worse position than 
he was at present by reason of delay in 
consequence of the award nut being ucted 
upou immediately.
